Justice Sharp praised the Navar- 
ro County Bar as 
distinguished 


lawyers, and referred to many of 
the important cases in Texas his- 
tory being handled by them. 


Docket Rod need. 


Alter reporting that the docket 


of the supreme court had 
been 


reduced in the past few years 
from 440 pending causes on Jan. 
1, 1035, to 183 on May 1, 1941, and 
applications from 205 to 55 for the 
corresponding 
period, 
the 
su- 


preme court member then discuss- 
ed various problems, questions and 
procedures experienced 
by the 


court, aided by outstanding attor* 
neys, in &teps taken to improve 
the regulations and court proced- 
ure in Texas. 


Justice Sharp spoke of the dis- 


trict judges in Texas having tho 
hardest and most important posts 
in the judicial system. 
The dis- 


trict judge must decide a ques- 
tion immediately when propound- 
ed in the trial of a case, while 
the appellate justices 
can take 


their time, look up the law and 
confer 
with 
others. 


After referring to people 
and 
teachers in this nation who don't 
believe in our type of government, 
but favor those of Russia, Germany 
or Italy, he asserted that lawyers 
and citizens must have faith in their 
country, remember how this com- 
monwealth grew and prospered in- 
to a great nation unless they do not 
care if there is some other system 
of government adopted. He warn- 
ed that many people had lost faith 
In the courts, attorneys, officials, 
etc., and unless there is a remem- 
bering of the glorious history of 
the past, the history may be chang- 
ed. 


Declaring the dictators were after 
the English-speaking people, the 
people he said had done more for 
civilization than any other, Justice 
Sharp declared that if Americans 
lose faith in their country and sub- 
mit to dictators, we will drift into 
centuries with a history none can 
foretell. 


"Exact one loyalty and one al- 


legiance to the Stars and Stripes " 
the speaker declared as he conclud- 
ed his address.
